THE RECORD REIGN CELEBRA-

to hia Excellency that the general feeling, 

so far ns the selection of any one project 
was concerned, was very much divi i 


dved, and that whatever project was carried, 


-or rathor whatever project Was reeommend- 


ed hy this Committee, it could not be ear- 


P ried aut without the aid of the Government, 


and we therefore azked his; Excellency 
whether he would be prepared to vote a. 
yum towards our-funds equal to that which 
wo might raice from thepublicin sub vip. 
tions, and this, sum, wa hoped; “might 
amount to $50,000. We firtfier asked his 
Exedency that from the amounts thus 
collected -if half of: thom were dévoted to 
the erection of a hospital for women and 
children and the training of nurses and the 
other half were given to the commence-

Excelleney’s reply, and it gives me very 
great pleasure to read it to you. 

Mr Chater then read the letter from His 
Excellency, dated 24th April, which: we 
have produced. : 

Mr Chater then continued to. say :—- 
Gentlemen, from this letter you will observe 
that hia Excellency, with tha concurrence 
of the unofficial members of the Council, is 
prepared to bring forward a vote of $50,000, 
or sum equal to that which might 
be raised from the community by the 
Jubileos Committee.

The patients mect with the very 
best of attention, and they-receive the 
greatest care at the hands of our medical 
advisers, and if you look round you will sce 
that the whole building is kept scrupulously 
clean and-I think jn a better condition than 
any hospital at home. In regird to the 
nursing institute, I think that will supply 
awant that has long beon felt in Hong- 
kong. - We certainly know the great bene- 
Git of having a female. nurse at our bedside 
ih time of sickness and trouble, In 
the old, days when a China boy used 
to “hand you the medicine you were 
almost’ afraid accept it; you Aid 
fot .know w © was giving you tho 
medicine the do had or¢ ered, neither 
did you know that he was giving it at the 
proper time. Now all that is changed, and 
the women who now attend at the Civil 
hospital aro almost as good as 1 medical 
nian himself. . At all events, following the 
instructions of the medical man in charge 
of the Hospital, they are ablo*to render 
very great service indeed, and their kind- 
ness und attention tend very much towards 
the speedy recovery of thu patient. TI 
would also remark that 1 think that all 
the three schemes that have been sub- 
mitted by Mr- Whitchead have_reeviv- 
ed more general support than any of the 
other sehemes. Yau will see more written 
on these schemea—more particularly. the 
road and tho hospital for training nurses— 
than onany other project, and J think, judg- 
ing from that, it proves that the commun- 
ity take the far larger, the. broader view ; 
that the community are more in foyour of 
haviug this road and the hospital and train- 
ing inetitute for nurses carried out than 
any of the other projects. that have been 
submitted. I- therefore bave very little 
further to say. I think that the good points 
of these projects have been very favourably 
put before you in the Press,.and I have 
now vory great pleasure in seconding the 
resolutions. submitted by the Hon. Mr 
Whitehead.

Judgment was givon 
for the defendant, and the Acting Puisne 
Judge sentenced Sunder Smgh and Mana 
Singh to three months’ imprisonment with 
hard lubour for contempt of court, as he 
was of opinion fraud had been cominitted. 


| There wag not stfficient evidence to estab- 


lish a charge of perjury against 4 Chinese 
clerk, 

Mr J. J. Francis (instructed by Mr J, 
Hastings) appeared for the appellant ; Mr 
M. W. Slade (instructed by Mr H, J. 
Gedge) appeared for the defendants. 

Mr Francis said the motion was by the 

laintiff Sunder Singh against Chuk San 

op and another who woro defendants in 
the suit below. The subject matter of the 
suit. was a promissory-note for $700, dated 
12th August, 1895, and.signed by the de- 
fendant Chuk San Hop and also with tho 
chop of his shop drawn in favour of Sunder 
Singh for the sum of $700, payable on de- 
mand. In that suit. immediately on the 
issuo of. the writ an application was 
made for a ‘writ of interim attachment, 
and’ an affidavit by tho plaintiff, 
was to the effect that the dofondant, a 
cattle dealer. had: moved, ‘just previous 
to the date of the writ, a consider- 
able number of cattle out of the jurisdic- 
tion of this Court into Chinese territory, 
and had only brought back a very much 
amaller number—éight ornine. Mr Francis 
then read ae learned judge's judgment ex- 

laining the caso. He said tho learned 
Judge was ‘convinced of the falsity of Mana 
Singh’s evidence on at least-.two points, 
and therefore, suggested thatthe whole of 
the evidence for the plaintiff was false. 
Thero was no justification whatever for 
anyone pronouncing that he wos absolutel; 
certain, that he was convinced because” 
Reece's’ evidence was simply evidence of 
belief, Asa matter of fact the two pioces of 
paper did correspond in cdlour and water 
mark—the piece of paper from Mr Reece's 
Offico and the piece of er on which the 
note was drawn up.

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CHINA'S MILITARY FORCES. 
Shanghai, April 21, 

‘Tho three-yearly Inspections of the native 
troops at Woosung by the Goyernor of 
Kiangau took-place yesterday. H.E. came 
down in the Chineso man-of-war Nanshan 
from Kiangyin, where ho hid boon iispect- 
ing the garrison, arriving at ‘Woosung at 
about noon, The Chinese men-of-war-and 
war junks in the anchorage were all gaily 
decorated with the usual amount of. bunt- 
ing inseparable from such occasions, and 
avery point available ushore was gaily 
drossed with flugs and bonners in H.E.’s 
honour. Shortly after noon HE. left the 
Nunshan in the tug Woosung and landed 
at the Prace’s Wharf amid the usual fusil- 
lade of ting de pao and crackers, proceed- 
ing at once to the central yamén inside tho 
forts from which ho witnessed the man- 
ceuvres of the native-drilled troops, of 
whom there are aliout 69. 

‘As soon as 'H.E. had-taken-up bis posi- 
tion a company of archers, reap endent in 
gold-embroidered coats and wearing silver- 
slated helmets, advanced and knelt before 
Fim, making three kory-towsand then lining 
up on cither side of the entrance of tho 
yomén, The first of the native regiments 
was then marched 6n to the parade ground, 
through the side gates of the make-believe 
city wall of cotton cloth, to a deafening 
accompaniment of trumpet blowing an 


drum beating. They were then formed in 
line, five deep, and went through a fearful 
and wonderful display of volley and inde- 
pendent firing, after which tho sword, 
spear, and halberd men of the battalion 
gave an edifying exhibition of their skill. 
hia waa followed by a mock combat be- 
teen the sword and halberd men, which 
was chiefly remarkable for the wonderful 
contortions of the combatants. The batta- 
lion was then marched off and gave 
place tu anothor, which was put 
through much the same movements, except 
that the drill was perhaps 4 little more m 
accord with European notions. The movp- 
ments, such as they were, were executed 
with precision, though in one, the forma- 
tion of rallying groups, each group ‘was 
pouring a heavy fire into, its neighbours, 
apparently thinking that it did not maticr 
whom they killed, as long as somebody 
wont down. After some target practice 
had been indulged in by the ‘ braves,’ the 
serious business of the day, i.¢. the review | 
of the foreign-drilled troop: commenced, 
Drawn up in line facing a temporary hall 
efocted on the parade ground wore eight 
infantry companies, each 200 strong, two 
‘batteries of artillory, and a squadron of dis- 
mounted cavalry. , 
On Governor Chao's atrival on the 
ground the whole line presented arms, and 
the way in which it was done was a start 
ling eurprise to those: who hitherto had 
seen nothing but thenative-drilled ‘ braves.’ 
The whole fine simply moved as_ one man, 
and tho manual and firing oxercises which 
followed can only bo described as ex- 
cellent, in fact they could hardly be 
improved upon. A lengthy programme 
had been arranged with» view to showin: 
HLE. ss much a& possible of the work and 
duties of a modern army corps-on the 
parade ground and in field, the first item 
of which movement was a march past of 
the whole brigade in column of half-com- 
panies, to the strains of a native band, 
supplied with European instruments which 
they had not quite mastered. The march 
past on the whole was. fair, though, the 
execrable music considerably marred it, and 
the men marched much better without 
music, Following this, No. 1 Com- 
pony of infantry was put through the 
mantal and firing exercises which were 
excellently performed, and then No. 7 
Company matched past in quarter column 
of section and went througk -ravoral evolu- 
tions, all of which wore’ chhnictérised b: 
splendid precision’ A display of lance drill 
by the dismounted cavalry_ which followed 
was very good, but not quite up to the 
standard of the infantry movements. 
Tho two batteries of artillery, with ten 
8 centimetre bl. Krupp field guns, 
showed very commendable cflicioncy: and 
smartness, the mon ovidently thorough- 
ly understanding their work and being 
well in hand os regards their officers, na- 
tive and foreign, . The next part of the
